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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner reviewed Applicants' arguments 
and has found them to be persuasive in that the current rejection does not clearly map the limitations of Applicants' current claim language 
to the cited references. The Examiner maintains that building a baseline model using a service history database, as disclosed by the 
combination of Weinstock US Patent 6,223,143 and Aragones US Patent 6.067,486, is obvious. 

As regards the rejection of claim 1, Weinstock discloses a system for performing baseline modeling (Figure 16 item reference S1102 and 
Col. 24 lines 26-39 and note line 37 "Then, when analysis runs are made the Baseline Model is used to SUM UP the lowest level 
scenarios to produce the desired results.") and a baseline modeling component that builds an engine baseline model for an ideal engine 
from preprocessed data, wherein the engine baseline model relates engine performance variables as a function of engine operating 
conditions (It is noted by the Examiner that Applicants' have defined what ideal data is involved in creating the ideal engine in Applicants' 
specification in paragraph [0002], it is noted that the ideal model involves data collected such as Altitude, temperature, power setting and 
airspeed, in other words, a collection of data, Weinstock teaches a collection of data used to create a baseline, (Figure 24 reference 62 
and Col. 24 lines 40-41 and note line 40, "A Baseline will be constructed for whatever level is highlighted in the hierarchy [reference 62]."). 
Further, the hierarchy disclosed in Figure 24 of Weinstock consists of Engine Data, for example, Nozzle Failure, Interstage Seal, Housing 
structure failure, which is a collection of data and data that relates engine performance as a function of operating conditions, therefore the 
functional equivalent of an engine baseline model for an ideal engine from pre-processed data is disclosed in Weinstock. The only 
deficiency of Weinstock is the lack of an engine service database that contains engine data. Argones US Patent 6,067,486 discloses an 
engine service database that contains engine data. 

The Examiner respectfully asserts that this combination is proper for the motivation given in the last Office Action. 
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
